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REMARKS 

Rejection Summary 

Claims 10-11 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- type 
double patenting. 

Applicant respectfully traverses all the outstanding rejections and requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal thereof in view of the following remarks. 

Amendments to the Claims

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Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that independent claims 10 and 11 define 
patentable subject matter. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request the withdrawal of the 
Double Patenting rejection.
